GOING  THE  SECOND  MILE 

T>  USINESS  service  today  goes  the  second  mile. 
^ Our  banks  not  only  keep  our  money  in  secur- 
ity, they  advise  and  make  investments  and  even 
clip  our  coupons. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  foreign  lands  also  goes  the 
second  mile  in  service.  In  addition  to  the  “reg- 
ular work”  of  the  “Y”,  the  reports  of  the  185 
foreign  secretaries  are  full  of  second  mile  service. 
The  religious  aim  of  the  Association  is  being 
realized.  The  halls  of  the  Orient  are  not  large 
enough  to  hold  the  listening  crowds.  Enrollment 
in  Bible  classes  alone  justifies  the  entire  budget. 
But  social  conditions  in  lands  where  public  wel- 
fare has  not  yet  been  made  the  concern  of  gov- 
ernment or  religion  demand  second  mile  service.

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  educational  work  in  foreign 
lands  meets  the  demand  of  the  hour.  Its  greatest 
service  is  training  native  leaders.  Business,  tech- 
nical, and  industrial  training  in  Korea  and  China 
fit  men  for  modern  conditions.  Night  schools  in 
India,  China,  and  Japan  enroll  thousands.  In 
japan  and  China  Association  classes  for  govern- 
ment school  physical  instructors  are  reforming 
the  entire  physical  education  of  those  nations. 
Playgrounds  have  been  established  in  Calcutta. 
Valparaiso,  Shanghai  and  elsewhere. 
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The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  tackling  China’s  only  real 
dragon — illiteracy.  The  first  skirmish  at  Chang- 
sha enrolled  1400  men  and  boys  in  classes  taught 
by  Chinese  volunteers.  One  thousand  of  them 
were  given  certificates  of  literacy  from  the  Gov- 
ernment. A nation-wide  campaign  is  now  planned 
to  slay  the  dragon  and  set  China’s  people  free. 
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Floods  and  famine  are  regularly  expected  events 
in  India  and  China.  At  peril  of  their  lives  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  men  not  only  aid  in  these  emergencies, 
building  huts,  distributing  food  and  clothing,  but 
they  are  assisting  in  permanent  prevention  of 
such  disasters.  Help  was  given  to  flood  sufferers 
in  India ; in  famine  and  flood  in  Tientsin,  Shan- 
tung, Honan,  Hunan,  and  in  other  places  in 
China.  Secretaries  are  giving  time  to  service  on 
famine  relief  committees  in  Korea  and  China. 
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The  recent  Japanese  earthquake  destroyed  the 
buildings  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  but  its  members  are 
spending  every  energy  in  aiding  American  efforts 
of  reconstruction.  The  Japanese  Association 
quickly  organized  for  relief  purposes  and  joined 
heartily  with  other  organizations  in  restoring  cour- 
age to  the  terror-stricken. 

During  the  recent  earthquake  in  Chile,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  tendered  government  recognition 
for  its  service  in  relief. 


PIONEER  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

THE  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  the  East  was  the  first 
To  teach  students  to  play  games. 

To  conduct  athletic  field  meets. 

To  erect  a modern  gymmasium. 

To  build  a swimming  pool. 

To  train  playground  directors. 

To  open  night  schools  for  boys. 

To  conduct  national  educational 
lecture  campaign. 

The  Y.  ]\L  C.  A.  was  the  first  organization  to  put 
its  work  under  the  control  of  the  nationals  of  the 
countries  where  it  works. 
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Disease  and  plague  in  the  East  have  been  accepted 
as  a visitation  of  the  gods.  Today,  instead  of  idol 
processions  to  avert  disease,  one  meets  health  par- 
ades organized  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Health  dodgers 
and  posters  were  widely  used.  Officials,  police  and 
students  give  aid.  In  a single  city,  1,636,000  flies 
perished  in  the  Swat-the-fly  campaign.  Opium, 
gambling,  and  prostitution  are  vigorously  fought. 
Father  and  son  dinners  are  helping  unite  the  moral 
forces  of  the  Orient  and  South  America. 
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Everywhere  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  exists  in  lands  visited 
by  onr  Navy,  it  makes  a home  for  the  men  on 
leave — in  South  America,  in  China  and  in  our 
island  possessions.  In  India  it  is  doing  service 
for  the  returned  Sepoys,  providing  hostels  and 
employment,  as  is  also  done  for  the  Chinese  who 
worked  behind  the  lines  in  France.

Industrial  workers  in  the  Orient  are  largely  with- 
out protective  laws.  Western  machinery  is  revo- 
lutionizing labor.  The  daily  hours  vary  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  in  a seven-day  week.  Child 
labor  is  almost  universal.  The  Y.  i\I.  C.  A.  is 
aiding  employers  to  solve  their  difficult  problems. 
Classes  for  boys  and  men  in  factory  communities 
are  creating  better  standards  for  the  workmen. 
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
